House will impeach N/xon, Froehlich predicts

U. S. Rep. Harold Froehlich, R-Appleton. predicted today 


that the House of Representatives will vote to impeach 
President Nixon. 


The first-term conservative congressman said the over- 


whelming House Judiciary Committee margin in favor of 
impeachment Saturday sealed the fate of the President in 
the House. 


Froehlich was one of six Republicans on the committee 


who voted for impeachment of the President for obstruc- 
tion of justice. The committee's 21 Democrats joined them, 
making the margin 27-11. 


"I think it means that impeachment will clear the 


House," said Froehlich in a telephone interview from his 
Washington office just moments before the committee re- 
sumed its impeachment deliberations. 


The committee was ready to take up a second article of 


impeachment dealing with abuse of power. Froehlich indi- 


cated that he might vote for Nixon's impeachment on that 
article as well. 


He said he is "deeply concerned about certain charges 


involving the abuse of the Internal Revenue Service" by 
the President, who has been accused of using the tax regu- 
lating agency against some of his political enemies. 


Froehlich said he was "reserving any decision" on the 


article until the committee completes its deliberations and 
votes — possibly today. But the alleged use of the IRS 
against political opponents, Froehlich said, "strikes at the 
very heart of our governmental system" and must not be 
allowed. 


To allow such abuse, he said, would risk "jeopardizing 


our whole system of government as we know it." 


Froehlich's vote for impeachment Saturday was sup- 


ported by both his Democratic party opponents for re-elec- 


The Rev. Robert Cornell of De Pere said Froehlich's con- 


tinued support for impeachment will "undoubtedly hurt 
him among the staunch Republicans" in the district, but 
may win him "additional support among independents." 
Brown County Dist. Atty. Donald Zuidmulder said Froehl- 
ich's vote will make him more difficult to beat in the fall 
election. 


The Republican lawmaker himself said "it's too early to 


tell" what the political impact of his Saturday vote for im- 
peachment will be, but emphasized that he and other mem- 
bers of the committee put aside political considerations 
when the roll was taken. 


Froehlich called it "the most important, difficult, and 


soul-searching vote in my 12 years of public service." 


•He countered Vice President Gerald Ford's claim that 


the unanimous Democratic support for impeachment on 
Article One showed that impeachment had become a parti- 
san issue. Froehlich said all members of the committee 
made a decision based on conscience Saturday. 


"I will not accuse anyone, regardless of his political 


background or philosophy, of making a decision based on 
anything but conscience," said Froehlich today. Over- 
whelming evidence made him vote for impeachment, 
Froehlich said. "My natural inclinations were against im- 
peachment, but the quantity of the evidence was too much 
to sweep under the rug." 


Froehlich said the contents of White House tapes of con- 


versations involving the President and others were "devas- 
tating" to Nixon.. 


1'he other Wisconsin congressman on the Judiciary Com- 


mittee, Rep. Robert Kastenmeier, D-West Bend, voted for 
impeachment. He said he felt "a sense of relief" after the 
vote, predicting that the committee would complete its 
work by late Tuesday and send one or more additional arti- 
cles of impeachment to the House. 
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Abuse of constitutional 
powers is second article 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The House 


Judiciary Committee forged 
ahead 


today on a second impeachment article 
accusing President Nixon of abusing 
his constitutional powers. Approval 
seemed certain. 


The panel on Saturday voted its first 


impeachment recommendation, urging 
Nixon's removal from office for ob- 
structing justice in the Watergate 
cover-up. 


The committee's nationally broadcast 


deliberations were delayed more than 
an hour by a private drafting session of 
the second article's bipartisan support- 
ers. Committee leaders hoped for a 
vote by evening. 


Before the debate began. Rep. Robert 


McClory, R-I11., who voted against Sat- 
urday's Watergate cover-up impeach- 
ment article, said he accepts the pro- 
posed second article. "It expresses 
pretty much my point of view," said 
the panel's second-ranking Republican 
in an interview. 


Rep. William L. Hungate, D-Mo.. 


presented the redrafted article to the 
committee. It listed five itemized 
charges and a conclusion that: 


"In all of this Richard M. Nixon has 


acted in a manner contrary to his trust 
as President and subversive of consti- 
tutional government to the great prej- 
udice of the cause of law and justice 
and to the manifest injury of the people 
of the United States." . 


The five charges were that Nixon: 
—Acted personally and through sub- 


ordinates to get confidential income tax 
information from the Internal Revenue 
Service. 


—Misused the FBI and Secret Serv- 


ice by directing or authorizing them tc 
wiretap for purposes unrelated to na- 
tional security. 


—Established the so-called Plumbers 


unit "financed in part with money de- 
rived from campaign contributions 
which unlawfully utilized the resources, 
of the Central Intelligence Agency." 


—"Failed to take care that the laws 


were faithfully executed by failing tc 
act when he knew or had reason to 
know that his close subordinates endea- 
vored to impede or frustrate lawful in- 
quiries by duly constituted executive, 
judicial and legislative entities con- 
cerning the unlawful entry into the 
headquarters of the Democratic Na- 
tional Committee." 


—Misused executive power by inter- 


fering with the FBI, Watergate special 
prosecutor, criminal division of the De- 
partment of Justice, and CIA "in order 
corruptly to impede the due and proper 
administration of justice." 


Democrats had not reached agree- 


ment Sunday on what specifics to in- 
clude in the second proposed article. 


But the compromise emerged today 


before the scheduled 10:30 a.m. open- 
ing time for the committee's nationally 
broadcast public debate. 


The compromise did not include any 


mention of contempt of Congress for 


refusal to supply subpoenaed 
tape 


recordings. 


That now was expected to be taken up 


in a proposed third article. 


Chairman Peter W. Rodino. D-N.J., 


hoped to get a vote on the second ar- 
ticle by the end of the day. 


Members reported three other pro- 


posed articles would likely be intro- 
duced after the second article is consid- 
ered. They would charge: 


— Contempt of Congress in the sub- 


poenas matter. 


— Illegal bombing of Cambodia. 
— Personal tax violations. 
No matter how the remaining articles 


fare, a House vote on whether Nixon 
should stand trial in the Senate was 
assured by Saturday's 27-11 vote to 
recommend impeachment. 


Six of the committee's 17 Republicans 


joined all 21 Democrats in voting for 
Article I, and Democrats working for

Nixon conferring with 
attorneys on strategy

WASHINGTON (AP) - A key aide 


acknowledges President Nixon has 
suffered "some very severe losses" that 
make his chances of avoiding House 
impeachment "more uncertain." 


Meanwhile, Nixon planned to meet 


this morning with his chief Watergate 
lawyers, James D. St. Clair and J. Fred 
Buzhardt, and White House Chief of Staff 
Alexander M. Haig. Jr. 


Haig told newsmen aboard Air Force 


One on Sunday night as Nixon flew home 
from California. "We have suffered 
some losses this week and some very 
severe losses, quite obviously." 


He cited what he termed "a triple 


whammy" that involved a "rehash of 
evidence" by the House Judiciary 
Committee, an adverse Supreme Court 
ruling in the Watergate tapes and 
documents case and the shift of some 
Judiciary Committee Republicans to 
proimpeachment positions. 


Haig said that if a vote were to be held 


now on the House floor on whether to 
impeach Nixon and place him on trial 
before the Senate, "it would be very 
close." 


The Nixon aide said presidential 


assistants believe that what he termed 
the "triple whammy" coupled with 
Saturday night's proimpeachment vote 
by the Judiciary Committee "has made 
the margin on the floor of the House 
considerably narrower." 


Developments have changed "fairly

Guinea to

LISBON, Portugal (AP) - President 


Antonio de Spinola said today that 
Guinea will be the first of Portugal's 
three African colonies to be granted in- 
dependence. 


"After we're through with Guinea, 


we will turn our attentions to Mozam- 
bique and Angola." Spinola said in a 
tbrief television interview. 


The 64-year-old general had an- 


nounced Saturday that Portugal was 
prepared to grant independence to its 
three African territories where Portu- 
guese soldiers have been fighting inde- 
pendence movements for more than 13 
years.

No date for granting independence 


has been set, but political observers 
here predict it will come soon. 


Spinola, who assumed the presidency 


after a coup toppled the rightist regime 
of Premier Marcello Caetano last April, 
said that the decision to grant the colo- 
nies independence was made "because 
they now seem to be ready to take their 
own courses, and to choose their politi- 
cal and administrative future." 


weeks ago to "one that is more uncer- 
tain," he said. 


However, Haig reported Nixon 


remains confident he will win when the 
impeachment question reaches the 
House floor. Asked if he thought Nixon 
really believes he will win, Haig said, "I 
think he believes that." 


Asked if the President might con- 


ceivably resign, he said, "at this 
juncture. I just don't foresee it. 


"Basically, I think he understands and 


in many respects expected this action 
from the Judiciary Committee. It hasn't 
changed one iota his sense of self-con- 
fidence and sense of determination to see 
this thing through, and above all to 
continue performing his functions as 
President of the United States." 


Haig said last Wednesday's Supreme 


Court ruling that Nixon must surrender 
64 Watergate tapes doubtless had "some 
psychological impact on any private 
citizen assessing these matters." And he 
said the review of evidence at televised 
Judiciary Committee hearings was 
"costly psychologically and in the 


attitude of the American people and 
members of Congress." 


Nixon, wife Pat, daughter Tricia Cox 


and son-in-law Edward Cox had been at 
the presidential home in San Clemente, 
Calif., since July 12. Haig said he expects 
Nixon to remain in the Washington area 
"for the forseeable future." 


During the week, he reported, the 


President will be meeting with his 
principal economic advisers and with 
Treasury Secretary William E. Simon 
when he returns from a Middle East trip. 


Press Secretary Ronald L. Ziegler said 


Nixon's "spirits are good and he is 
confident." He said Saturday "was a 
tough day, but nobody is giving up." 


Asked if Nixon was letting develop- 


ments "get to him." Ziegler said, "he 
has the tremendous capacity to control 
the emotions and to sustain himself 
under two years of attack." He said 
Nixon is determined to do his job and. at 
the same time, defend himself. 


Ziegler also was asked if Nixon is in 


good health as well as spirits. "I think 
so," he replied.

Connally under 
bribe indictment 


WASHINGTON (AP) - 
Former 


Treasury Secretary John B. Connally 
was indicted today by a federal grand 
jury on charges of bribery, perjury and 
obstructing justice. 


The indictment said Connally ac- 


cepted $10,000 in cash from a milk fund 
official, Jake Jacobsen, in exchange for 
recommending that federal milk price 
supports be increased. 


Jacobsen, an official of Associated 


Milk Producers Inc., also was indicted 
on a charge of giving an illegal pay- 
ment to a public official. 


In all, the grand jury cited Connally, 


a Texas Democrat turned Republican, 
on five alleged violations of federal 
law. 
The maximum possible penalties for 


the five counts total 16 years in jail and 
fines of $30,000 for Connally. 


The indictment charged that between 


May 14 and Sept. 24, 1971, Jacobsen 
gave Connally the $10,000 in exchange 
for Connally's recommendation to the 
Secretary of Agriculture that the milk 
price supports go up. 


Although the money actually went to 


Connally, the indictment said that Con- 
nally and Jacobsen both agreed to tes- 
tify before the grand jury and the Sen- 
ate Watergate committee that the 
$10,000 was intended for political candi- 
dates or the "Democrats for Nixon" 


group headed by Connally in 1972. 


The indictment charged that both 


men were prepared to testify that Con- 
nally turned down the offer from Ja- 
cobsen. 


The milk-producing industry did win 


a price support increase in March 1971, 
and President Nixon has acknowledged 
knowing beforehand about a $2 million 
political pledge from industry officials. 


The investigation of Connally and 


today's indictment are a separate mat- 
ter from that, however. 


The obstruction of justice count, in 


which Jacobsen was named as an unin- 
dicted co-conspirator, indicated that he 
had talked freely to the prosecutors. 


Under the bribery charge, however, 


Jacobsen can be sentenced to a max- 
imum two years in jail and 
fined 


$10,000. 


Connally is the fourth former mem- 


ber of President Nixon's cabinet to be 
indicted by a federal grand jury. One of 
them, former Atty. Gen. Richard G. 
Kleindienst, pleaded guilty to a mis- 
demeanor charge in the ITT case. 


The grand jury, which first convened 


last August 13, spelled out a series of 
attempts it said Connally made to give 
back the $10,000. 


The indictment said that twice while

HUNTSVILLE, Tex. (AP) - One of 


15 hostages leaped through a glass door 
and stumbled down a series of prison 
building ramps to safety today while 
three armed convicts watched but did 
not shoot. 


Henry Escamilla, 40, one of four 


prison inmates who had been held with 
the other captives since Wednesday in 
the Texas State Prison, broke out just 
before daylight. 


Escamilla was rushed to surgery at a 


hospital, bleeding from cuts on the 
head, shoulders and arms. Doctors re- 
paired cut tendons in his arms and said 
his prognosis was excellent. He was un- 
der heavy sedation and unable to talk 
immediately with prison officials. 


Shortly after the escape, the leader of 


the armed trio, Fred Gomez Carrasco. 
said he could have shot Escamilla but 
didn't. He did not explain why. 


Escamilla had been sitting on a book- 


shelf in an entryway leading to the 
glass door in the prison library. Car- 
rasco, the leader of the three-inmate 
group holding the hostages in the third- 
floor library of the prison, has rotated 
his hostages during the six-day ordeal, 
always keeping one in front of the glass 
door to deter any sniper attempts by 
prison sharpshooters outside. 


The predawn dash broke the calm 


from an overnight lull in negotiations 
between prison officials and the armed 
convicts. Carrasco said previously the 
standoff could end today in freedom for 
the rebels. 


Negotiations between Carrasco and 


prison officials were to resume about 
10a.m., following breakfast. 


Ron Taylor, a spokesman for the 


Texas Department of Correction, told 
newsmen earlier as negotiations with 
the convicts recessed Sunday night, 
"No decision has been made on any re- 
lease." 


Carrasco is serving a life sentence 


for assault to murder. He told news- 
men earlier Sunday evening by tele- 
phone that "things are looking up." 


Carrasco, a former kingpin of illegal 


drug traffic in South Texas and Mexico, 
has indicated he wanted to take four 
hostages with him to Cuba, and he spoke 
to newsmen on Sunday night of Cuban 
Leader Fidel Castro. 


"I beljeve if I do have an opportunity 


to communicate with him (Castro) by 
telephone, I do believe the man will give 
me refuge," Carrasco said in his thick 
Latin accent. 


Taylor said prison officials planned to 


comply with Carrasco's request that 
newsmen be granted no more telephone 
interviews with the rebel leader. As for 
the two days of constant news interviews 
with Carrasco and the hostages, Taylor 
said: 


"Quite frankly we didn't feel w^ could 


afford not to grant these requests for the 
hostages' sake. It would have been just 
too dangerous not to. 


"The disadvantages in granting the 


requests were that anxieties and 
tensions of hostages, captors, officials 
and families accelerated to critical 
levels at times. 


"The advantages are, of course, we 


have avoided death for any of the 
hostages for the period of time those 
interviews were going on."

A good, solid reporter with 10 years 


logged at NBC News, he came to" Fun 
City in 1964 to coanchor a local 11 p.m. 
news show at WNBC-TV with the 
"Today" host he now succeeds, the late 
Frank McGee. 


He got in the news business on a 


part-time basis, working at radio station 
KRMG while attending medical school 
at the University of Tulsa. He gave up the 
healing arts in 19f>2 to be a full-time 
newsman. 


The reason? 
"By the lime I \w»j> in my fourth year 


at school I had a wife and two kids, after 
starting as a freshman, single." he said. 
"1 was really working my way through 
college as a reporter. 


"But money was a bit tight, needless 


to say. and with four more years of 
school to go, plus two years of in- 
ternship. I found I liked journalism 
better. 


"And I thought, 'Hell. I can always go 


back to medical school. 1 want to give 
this a shot.' And I've never had any 
regrets." 


The .'{4-year-old newsman, whose 


on-air style is wry with no ham, will have 
to do something on "Today" that many 
reporters regret — occasionally read 
commercials along with the show's other 
regulars. 


Critics contend that such hawking of 


wares on the show damages the cast's 
credibility as journalists or commenta- 
tors NBC ofticials sav it's a necessary 
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evil that gives the $100.000-a-week show 
the loot it needs to maintain the quality 
and timeliness of its news segments. 


The show's 
executives say that 


without the practice sponsors might flee, 
as they did in 1961-1962. when then-host 
John Chancellor refused to read com- 
mercials. 


Hartz worries about it, but notes that 


(a) it came with the job, and (b) the 
revenue it brings "to the news depart- 
ment is vital." 


He says that as far as the credibility 


question is concerned, "look at what's 
happened in the past. Nobody ever 
accused Frank McGee of being.any less 
of a journalist than he was before. 


"You've got Barbara Walters who

NBC News president Richard Wald 


called the issue "a much over-inflated 
and silly problem," but confirmed that 
change is in the wind. 


He was asked if this will mean Hartz 


and Miss Walters won't have to read 
commercials, while the others continue 
doing them. 


"Yes, that's what I think will happen, 


but that's in the future," he said. "It's 
not now."

whichever of life's occasions call for 
the presence of ... tiny feathered 
friends." 


The author concedes that the dove

where but in southern California be a 
bona fide "crazylady," but "here in 
Lotus Land, she is just another of your 
basic bananas." 


Of course, when you have doves fly- 


ing out of a cake and hovering menac- 
ingly in a banquet room, you are only 
asking for trouble. 


Caterers, musicians, florists, photo- 


graphers, etc., nobody misses the 
stinging remarks of Seligson. Wedding 
rings, wedding dresses, engagement 
rings, honeymoons, all aspects of the 
wedding are touched on. 


This is not a book on bridal etiquette 


but rather some guidelines and mostly 
information concerning prices, tradi- 
tions and customs surrounding that 
special day. She does not outline rules, 
rather she spoofs those which already 
exist. 


Sarcasm rings out in many areas, es- 


pecially in the chapter entitled "Ameri- 
can Spectacle" which relates accounts 
of celebrities' weddings, which "like 
their lives, are frequently bigger than 
life." As a reporter she attended many 
of the high society nuptials, and her re- 
ports are firsthand. 


Every facet of the wedding is cov- 


ered, including the wedding night.

In the chapter "Consummation in the 


Poconos" she dispels the myth of fe- 
male virginity. Wedding night bliss, 
she writes, should be with "cymbals 
clashing, earth quaking, stars explod- 
ing." By her account, this is hardly the 
fact. 


The author takes a more serious turn 


in the last chapter, appropriately titled 
"The New Wedding or Power to the 
People" in which she discusses the im- 
portance of marriage to two people, 
with views of clergymen given, includ- 
ing a Jewish rabbi who says: "Most 
weddings have little to do with mar- 
riage and that is sad." 


Her accounts lean heavily on the Jew- 


ish wedding and its tradition, but she 
touches on all the faiths and ethnic 
groups. There are Polish, Italian, Jew- 
ish, Chinese, Ukranian, Mexican and 


Black, and not to slight the majority, 
the WASP wedding also receives atten- 
tion. 


"The Eternal Bliss Machine" is rec- 


ommended reading for anyone plan- 
ning to get married, planning to attend 
a wedding, or anyone just interested in 
good, entertaining reading. 


A wedding is the most important day

"man's life. 


The author does not destroy the fan- 


tasies of marriage and the wedding, 
but she gives her audience something 
to think about. The "happily ever af- 
ter" is left up to you.

If you have looked into plans for 


remodeling an existing bathroom or 
building an addition to your home that 
includes a bathroom, you already know 
that this is second only to a kitchen in 
terms of expense. Lucky you if you 
have or a can build a bedroom with full 
or half bath and have another bath- 
room elsewhere. 


Perhaps being a two-bathroom fam- 


ily isn't feasible due to space limita- 
tions or budget considerations. There 
are alternatives that will provide better 
layout or additional space so that one 
bathroom can more comfortably serve 
the entire family. 


To make the best use of a bathroom 


with heavy traffic patterns, compart- 
menting is an excellent solution. With 
this plan, the room is divided with each

tioned off from the washbasin area. 
The obvious advantage is that more 
than one person can use the bathroom 
and have privacy. 


If space is no problem, dividing off

Fabric makes fashion

Fabric makes the fashion. Designers 


have known for years that you start 
with the perfect fabric to create the ul- 
timate garment, which will flatter the 
wearer and make her happy. Coutu- 
riers have the advantage over the home 
sewer because they can take first 
choice of anything on the market or can 
have something specially created. But 
how do you select fabric when the 
budget is limited, when time is limited 
and you are surrounded by a sea of fab- 
ric in a shop? 


Here are guidelines to help you make 


the right choice. Decide approximately 
how much money you can spend based 
on budget plus the number of times you 
expect to wear the dress or outfit. For 
example, you could buy an inexpensive 
acetate taffeta for a party dress that 
will be worn only a few times. But, in- 
vest more money in better-quality fab- 
ric for a good basic dress. 


Secondly, in relation to money, con- 


sider who is going to wear the gar- 
ment. Low-grade chino or denim at a 
bargain price may not be a good buy 
for a child's pants that will get a lot of 
wear and abuse, but would be satisfac- 
tory for a young adult's sport coat 
which is a "fill-in" item in a wardrobe. 


Evaluate cost of upkeep. In relation 


to this, remember 
that everything 


doesn't have to be washable to be eco- 
nomical. It will cost less per wearing to 
buy a high-quality woven wool for a 
classic coat that will require only sea- 
sonal drycleaning than a polyester 
doubleknit that may snag or pull, will 
not tailor well and may have a shorter 
fashion life. 


Study the silhouette on the pattern 


envelope to determine whether you 


need a soft, drapable fabric or one with 
body that can be controlled and shaped. 
Remember that your own build dic- 
tates whether you can add dimension 
with nubby, fuzzy fabric or should se- 
lect something with a flat surface. 


When there are a number of seams, 


curved seams or detail in the garment 
construction, focus on a solid color fab 
nc or one with a small floral or geo 
metric design. You can splurge on a 
flashy fabric when the dress has a min- 
imum of seams. 


If the sleeves are the set-in type, look 


for a resilient fabric. Permanent press 
woven fabric and knits with special fin- 
ishes have yarns that are literally 
locked in place. This makes it difficult, 
if not impossible in some cases to 
"ease" fabric into curved seams. 


Fiber content is particularly impor- 


tant and tells you whether you want 
cotton's softness and breathability; a 
compromise of cotton and polyester; 
all-wool or a blend of polyester and 
wool; durable nylon tricot; texturized 
polyester which provides more give in 
a woven cloth than filament polyester, 
or a blend of silk with polyester which 
will give you a touch of silk's inimi- 
table gloss. There are hundreds of fiber 
choices and you need to study their 
properties to get the most for your 
money. 


Don't hesitate to test fabric before 


you buy. Take woven fabric between 
thumbs and forefingers and pull it 
crosswise and lengthwise. If the yarns 
shift easily, the fabric will ravel and 
pull at seams. Crush fabric in your 
hand to test for wrinkle-resistance. 
Look at the surface for evenness of 
print, irregularities of yarn, pulls in 
knits and shading in solid color fabric.

You might want to consider an in- 


the-bedroom basin vanity. Basically, 
the idea is akin to having a dressing 
table with running water. 


Best located close to the bathroom to 


save additional plumbing costs, a small 
area is fitted with tile or plastic panel- 
ing backsplash. a mirror or cabinet- 
mirror and a counter-top basin with 
cabinet and drawers below. Such an ar- 
rangement takes pressure off the fam- 
ily bathroom and allows dad to shave 
and mom to make up unrushed.

County, city 
pacts await 
arbitrators 


MENASHA - Labor disputes involv- 


ing city fire fighters and Winnebago 
County's sheriff's police could be set- 
tled within the next few weeks if arbi- 
trators file their decisions on time. 


Both are similar in one major aspect 


in that in both disputes, the final "last 
offer" form of award will be utilized. It 
means that in both cases, either the 
employer's total last offer or that of the 
union will constitute the award. Unlike 
past settlements, both will allow for no 
compromise under new state laws gov- 
erning labor negotiations for public 
protection employes. 


David B. Johnson, the Wisconsin Em- 


ployment Relations Commission arbi- 
trator who conducted a daylong arbi- 
tration hearing here in May, said he 
expected to file his award by Aug. 10 or 
within 30 days from when both parties 
filed their final briefs. 


A decision loomed even closer in the 


county. "We expect the decision any 
day now," said Gerald Engeldinger, 
corporation counsel. A daylong hearing 
was held in Oshkosh in May to take tes- 
timony from the county and the Profes- 
sional Policemen's Protective Associ- 
ation which represents 52 sheriff's 
department employes. 


Management rights and automatic 


promotion progression suffaced as is- 
sues in the Menasha dispute where the 
city and Local 695, International Asso- 
ciation of Fire Fighters, have been at 
' odds. 


Key issues in the county dispute were 


wages, particularly those for the head 
jailer and his deputies, and the work- 
week which the association wanted re- 
duced from 40 to 3? and 
>/2 hours. 


County negotiators called for no change 
in the workweek. 


In Menasha, the union is insisting on 


the automatic progression which 
means from the time a new fire fighter 
is hired, his status advances upward 
automatically to a first-class fireman 
after four years. The union is also ask- 
ing for creation of the position of a mo- 
tor pump operator. 


The city maintains that promotions 


should be handled in the current fash- 
ion which takes testing and perform- 
ance into account instead of tenure 
alone. 


In the county, both parties stipulated 


to a two-year contract to counteract the 
frequent hassles in bargaining that 
habitually hit the sheriff's department 
and county in negotiations. 


In the city, Patrick O'Brien, Local 


695 president, said the union had infor- 
mally agreed to a two-year contract 
only if the automatic progression 
clause is included. 


The second major issue which faced 


negotiators in the city dispute was 
management rights with the union ar- 
guing that departmental rules and 
regulations should be included in the 
grievance procedure. 


The city held, during testimony in 


May, that it could place the "reason- 
ableness" of the rules and regulations 
to the grievance procedure but not the 
right to formulate the rules. 


As a spinoff of the management 


rights clause was whether grievances 
would be appealed to the police and fire 
commission as the city wanted or 
whether to a WERC arbitrator which 
was the union's position. 


In both disputes, contingencies arose 


which put back the scheduled time for 
a release of the arbitrator's award.

Kmgwood added that restaurant in- 


spectors duplicate the effort of the 
state Agriculture Department in the in- 
spection of the 150 supermarkets and 
delicatessens in Wisconsin.

Building Inspection, Safety and Engi- 
neering Department inspect hotels and 
motels in Milwaukee, he said.

Otto's ancestors settled in Wisconsin 


years before Columbus made his much- 
cleebrated voyage to the New World," 
and Otto was already 31 years old by 
the time Columbus landed. 


Otto invented the bicycle as a young 


man, but he didn't stop there. Every 
innovation in bicycling technology 
since its invention has actually been at- 
tributable to Grunski, researchers have 
claimed. Even today's ultra-light and 
fast multi-speed bikes were first put 
forth by the reclude inventor. 


Grunski first became a hermit of 


sorts when he got miffed over the fact 
that he had received no credit for his 
invention. It is hoped that he will come 
out of hiding once word is spread of his 
accomplishments.

Apartment plan criticized at Kimberly 


KIMBERLY — A planning commis- 


sion meeting Wednesday night to dis- 
cuss plans for an apartment complex 
development with representatives of 
Riverdale Corp., Combined Locks, the 
developer, turned into an unscheduled 
public hearing.

ning commission. 


Riverdale is interested in developing 


a 2.64-acre site south of Fourth Street 
between Joseph and Wilbur into seven 
apartment buildings at a cost of about 
$500.000. 


The complex would contain 42 apart- 


ments, one unit of six having one bed- 
room and the remainder having two 
bedrooms. 
Marvin 
Schumacher, 


spokesman for Riverdale, said a main- 
tenance man and manager would be 
hired to operate the facility. 


The land under consideration is 


zoned for industrial use. Rezoning 
would have to take place because the 
village ordinance prohibits residential 
construction in an industrial zone. 


Area residents complained that 


rental units would attract undesirable 
tenants, one saying that it would result 
in "foreigners from Little Chute and 
Combined Locks" moving into the vil- 
lage. They also claimed that such a de- 
velopment would create a traffic haz- 
ard due to the number of cars added in 
the area. They also said the population 
density would be affected. 


Opponents claimed that too many 


people would be crowded into a small 
area. They said they would rather have 
any kind of industry in the area instead 
of residential development, even if it 
resulted in semitrailer truck traffic. 


Planning commission members at- 


tempted to point out that the proposed 
development would meet the density 
requirement set up in the village zon- 
ing ordinance and that actually the 
area was being "up-zoned" from indus- 
trial to residential if the zoning change 
was made, but objectors failed to con- 
cur. 


Schelfhout pointed out that the devel- 


opment would improve the looks of the 
neighborhood and that the community 
was desperately in need of rental units. 
When people accused him of not repre- 
senting them, he responded by saying 
that he was trying to represent all 


people in the community rather than a 
small segment. He added that in favor- 
ing the proposal he felt that it would be 
a benefit to the entire community. 


When Schumacher attempted to ex- 


plain the development, the audience 
was noisy and restless, necessitating 
Schelfhout"s sounding the gavel on sev- 
eral occasions in an attempt to keep or- 
der. 


The planning commission set a pub- 


lic hearing on the proposal for 7 p.m. 
Aug. 13. 


Shelfhout Thursday morning ordered 


Police Chief Dennis Jansen to take a 
traffic survey of the area and attempt 
to make a projection of any traffic in- 
crease which could result if the devel- 
opment were approved. 


Jansen also was instructed to make 


recommendations for any change in 
traffic pattern deemed necessary to the 
fire and police commission for study.

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Legal strikes won't 
help, attorney says 


Binding arbitration, so often consid- 


ered a cure-all for strikes by public 
employes, would solve little. In fact, 
"bargaining 
would even become an 


exercise in futility." 


The statement comes from a Manito- 


woc attorney, John Spindler, first vice 
president of the Wisconsin School At- 
torneys Association. 


Writing in the most recent issue of 


"Wisconsin School News," a publica- 
tion of the Wisconsin Association of 
School Boards, Spindler rejects the le- 
galization of strikes as a means to solve 
the problems of labor unrest. 


"The public is fed up with the 


trauma of public employe strikes and 
to legalize the right to strike would 
only encourage more strikes," the at- 
torney writes. 


He further calls the municipal em- 


ploye strike an economic and political 
weapon which is "inappropriate in the 
public sector." 


"Public employment is not private 


employment," says Spindler, adding, 
"In a teacher strike, for instance, the 
employer is not concerned about his 
competitors taking away his business 
while his plant is shut down. But the 
public employer is concerned about 
children not being taught and the polit- 
ical pressure is enormous." 


In short. Spindler explained, in a 


teacher strike, the school board is pres- 
sured to give in to demands, however 
unreasonable, "just to continue to pro- 
vide the essential service to teaching 
children." 


Binding arbitration, he claims, is not 


an acceptable solution, "because it 
does away with the bargaining process. 
It imposes the judgment of a third per- 
son on both employe and employer."

employe unions. They want the right to 
strike and by creating enough havoc at 
the expense of the public, they expect 
the legislature to give it to them," he 
writes. 


He cites statistics to back up his 


claim. Since 1962. there have been 100 
strikes by public employes in the state. 
Of these. 44 have been teacher strikes. 
38 of which have occurred since Jan. 1, 
1971. 


"If the objective has been to focus at- 


tention on the 'no strike' clause, it has 
been accomplished. However, collective 
bargaining has worked in public em- 
ployment with the 'no strike' law. 


"No one can successfully contend 


that public employes have not prog- 
ressed economically despite an escalat- 
ing cost of living." he writes. 


He again goes to statistics to back up 


his claim. Since 1959, he writes, the 
cost of living has increaseed about 60 
per cent. The average teacher's salary 
has gone up 121 per cent. 


Spindler presents figures to show 


that teachers in the state have in- 
creased their salaries by a rate of 17 
per cent above the private secotor non- 
agriculutural workers from 1961-73. 


In conclusion, the author states, 


"nothing should be done to change the 
current law. Leave it the way it is. It 
works."

McCafferty's death 
stuns football world 


DETROIT (AP) - Detroit Lions 


officials, despite shock over the death 
from a heart attack Sunday of Coach Don 
McCafferty, met to select a successor for 
the soft-spoken National Football 
League veteran. 


"We've got to get someone to run this 


program. I ' l l decide t o n i g h t and 
announce it tomorrow," General 
Manager Russ Thomes said Sunday. He 
said McCafferty's death "was a s'hock 
and difficult to believe." 


Don McCafferty 


McCafferty, hired in January 1973 to 


boost the sagging fortunes of the Lions, 
collapsed while working in his yard 
during the morning. 


Despite almost immediate aid from a 


neighboring doctor, the 53-year-old 
former Baltimore coach never regained 
consciousness and died a few hours later 
at a Pontiac hospital. 


Striking Lions veterans, gathered at a 


hotel across the street, canceled their 
meeting when they learned of the 
tragedy. 


McCafferty, who captain and player 


representative Ed Flanagan called "a 
players' coach," had no record of heart 
trouble. Thomas said the coach passed 
his physical in May without a sign of 
heart trouble. 


"His death is a serious loss to the 


sport, a serious loss to the town and a 
serious loss to our football team," 
Thomas said. 


Bob Hollway, defensive backfield 


coach and former head coach of the St. 
Louis Cardinals, may have the inside 
track as successor. Other strong 
possibilities are former New Orleans 
Saints head coach Ed Khayat and Rick 
Forzano. ex-head coach at the U.S. Na- 
val Academy. 


McCafferty, a 25-year coaching 


veteran, was an end at Ohio State in 1941 
and 1942 under Paul Brown, now coach 
of the Cincinnati Bengals. After three 
years in the Army, McCafferty played a 
year with the New York Giants. 


The former Kent State assistant 


coached under Weeb Ewbank and Don 
Shula at Baltimore from 1959 through 
1969. He took over the head job in 1970. 
when the Colts posted an 11-2-1 record 
and won the Super Bowl against Dallas. 
In 1971 they lost the American 
Conference title game. 


Five games into the 1972 season he was 


fired. At Detroit the6-foot-5,250-pounder 
replaced Joe Schmidt, who resigned 


McCafferty had a 26-11-2 record with 


• Baltimore. Last year his struggling 
Lions were 6-7-1 and second in the 
National Conference Central Division. 


"We'll definitely miss him. It's a real 


shock to the team," said'Flanagan, 
adding about the strike that "I'm not 
really too much worried about that 
now." 


"The Lions and all of football will 


sorely miss him," said team owner 
William Clay Ford. 


NFL Commissioner Pete Rozelle said: 


"There probably never was a coach who 
had a closer relationship w i t h his 
players. 


Brown said: "He was a man who kept 


everything inside him and always tried 
to keep an even temperament. I think it 
all caught up with him. "don was a fine 
coach and credit to both college and 
pro football." 


A memorial service was scheduled for 


.b p.m. CDT. tonight in Birmingham, 
Mich. The funeral will be Wednesday in 
Towson. Md., a Baltimore suburb. 


McCafferty, who lived in West 


Bloomfield, Mich., is survived by his 
widow, June, his mother, Olga, two sons, 
two daughters, a brother and sister.

Usery is demanding 
good faith bargaining 


WASHINGTON (AP) - There's a 


new referee in the 29-day old National 
Football League Players Association 
strike, and before the conflicting par- 
ties start talking to each other, they'll 
be talking to him. 


In the first step toward renewing col- 


lective bargaining Tuesday, W.J. 
Usery, the nation's top mediator, asked 
that the NFLPA meet with him at 3 
p.m. CDT today at his federal office in 
Washington. 


He requested a session with Theodore 


Kheel, chief counsel for the 26 team 
owners. Tesday morning and then 
across-the-table bargaining between 
negotiators for the NFLPA and the 
NFL Management Council Tuesday af- 
ternoon. 


If Usery's efforts are successful, it 


will be the first meeting of the warring 
parties since talks collapsed last Mon- 
day after owners walked out the day 
before. 


"A continuation of this conflict can 


only bring hardships to the parties di- 
rectly involved and those caught in the 
middle ...," Usery said in a telegram to 
both sides Friday. 


He also asked both side t om t hs of- 


fice "fully prepared to enter into good 
faith collective bargaining, with the ex- 
pectation of reaching a fair and equi- 
table agreement." 


"We said all along all we xvant is an 


agreement." a spokeman for the own- 
ers said Sunday night. "I've seen in the 
press that the union says they're modi- 
fying their demands. I hope so. Up to

Contract negotiations began March

WASHINGTON (AP) - Kenneth 


Rush, President Nixon's leading advi- 
ser on economic policy, has abandoned 
the shield of executive privilege to tes- 
tify before the congressional Joint Eco- 
nomic Committee. 


For several months. Rush contended 


his personal advisory relationship with 
Nixon justified his refusing to testify 
before congressional committees. 


He maintained that position even af- 


ter assuming the role as the adminis- 
tration's chief policy maker in eco- 
nomic affairs and the fight against 
rising inflation. 


Rush's agreement came after Sen. 


William Proxmire, D-Wis., the Joint 
Committee's chairman, threatened to 
start legislative action to withhold 
Rush's S36.000-a-year salary. 


All of Nixon's key economic coun- 


selors are scheduled to testify in the 
week-long Senate hearings which begin 
today. They include Herbert Stein, 
chairman of the White House Council of 
Economic Advisors; Arthur F. Burns, 
chairman of the Federal Reserve; and 
Treasury Secretary William E. Simon. 


Proxmire intends to question Rush 


on his views on inflation, budget cuts, 
unemployment, productivity and gen- 
eral economic policy. 


"We intend to question Rush on the 


substance of his job and not on what he 
may or may not tell the President 
about any other matters that might fall 
under the cloak of executive privilege," 


a leading Proxmire aide said. 


Meanwhile. Proxmire, in a speech 


prepared for delivery in the Senate 
today, predicted that any vetoes Nixon 
might invoke against inflated money 
bills will have a "fighting chance" to 
be sustained in the Senate. 


He noted the Senate has twice passed 


his amendment for a $10 billion cut in 
the Nixon budget, double the amount 
the President proposed in a speech last 
week. 


Proxmire said Congress should re- 


duce Nixon's -foreign aid request by 
$1.5 billion or more and predicted mili- 
tary appropriations will be slashed by 
at least $3.5 billion and possibly as 
much as $6 billion. 


However, he said there were other 


areas, especially appropriations for 
health, education and welfare in which 
Congress may far surpass the Nixon 
budget. 


"But it is not unrealistic to expect 


that with the present anti-inflationary, 
anti-spending mood of the country at 
least one-third of the senators may be 
willing to support presidential vetoes 
where it is clear that the inflation dam- 
age outweighs the value of the pro- 
gram," Proxmire said. 


"The country should not give up on 


the prospect of actually balancing the 
budget in this fiscal year." he said. 
"Anti-inflation fever has lit some fires 
in Congress that may get some re- 
sults." 


Episcopal church gets 
1 1 women as new priests 


PHILADELPHIA (AP) - Hundreds 


of Episcopalians gathered at the 
Church of the Advocate today for the 
controversial ordination of 11 women, 
destined to become the first female 
priests in the Church's history. 


The 2,000-seat church, a scaled down 


copy of the Amiens Cathedral in 
France, was filled, and many persons 
stood at the rear of the main chamber. 


Paul Piccard, 50. of Tallahassee, 


Fla., son of one of the women being or- 
dained, was optimistic that the week- 
long controversy over today's service 
would eventually cool. 


"I'm a great believer in the power of 


reconciliation," he said. "If Christians 
can't be reconciled, they are missing 
the point of their,own faith." 


Three retired bishops who came here 


.to perform the ordination were joined 
by a fourth active bishop, the Rt. Rev. 
Antonio Ramos of Costa Rica, which is 
part of the U.S. Episcopal denomina- 
tion. Ramos did not come to participate 
in the actual ordination, but did plan to 
join the other three bishops in a laying 
on of hands, an important part of the 
ceremony. 


The ceremonies were set in defiance 


of the denomination's long-standing 
practice and regulations. 


But in the view of the bishops con- 


ducting the services — as well as that 
of Philadelphia's strongly disapproving 
Bishop Lyman Ogilby — the ordina- 
tions will stand as theologically valid, 
although irregular. 


The officiating bishops declared they 


were acting in obedience to the spirit of

it. 


Rep. M. Caldwell Butler. R-Va.. one 


of the six, sees the 35 per cent support 
for impeachment among the committee 
Republicans holding up on the House 
floor, which would mean about 65 Re- 
publican votes when the House acts on 
the committee's recommendation about 
Aug. 23. 


With Southern Democrats in the House 


expected to be influenced by the votes for 
Article I cast by their three colleagues on 
the committee, a substantial majority of 
the House appears likely to support 
impeachment. If a House majority 
impeaches Nixon, a Senate trial would 
then determine whether he should be 
removed from office. 


Impeachment by the House requires 


only a majority vote. Conviction in the 
Senate would require a two-thirds vote. 


White House Chief of Staff Alexander 


M. Haig Jr. acknowledged that if a vote 
were to be held now on the House floor 
"it would be very close." Haig said, "we 
have suffered some losses this week and 
some very severe losses, quite ob- 
viously." 


Meanwhile, Assistant Democratic 


Leader Robert C. Byrd said chances are 
"growing daily" that the Senate would 


convict Nixon in an impeachment trial. 


And Newsweek magazine said it had 


learned that one of Nixon's best 
congressional pulse-takers now counts 
only 36 senators for the President in an 
impeachment showdown.

considered "soft." The pulse-taker was 
not identified. 


Although no final draft of Article II 


was approved at Sunday's caucus,, 
members reported that it will accuse 
Nixon of violating his oath to preserve, 
protect and defend the Constitution, and 
his constitutional duty to see that the 
laws are faithfully executed. The alleged 
violations include: 


—Authorizing or permitting the use of 


wiretapping and the dissemination of 
information from such surveillance 
without any justification of national 
security. 


— Interfering unlawfully with the 


administration of the Internal Revenue 
Service, the FBI and the CIA. 


—Authorizing and allowing to be

Soviet press has little 
to report on impeachment 


MOSCOW (AP) — Many Russians are 


puzzling over a new word that is 
cropping up in the controlled Soviet 
press and newscasts, "impeachment." 


Russian is a rich language. But the 


Soviet media, in their delicate and 
fragmentary reports on impeachment 
proceedings against President Nixon, 
have resorted to the borrowed English 
word. Probably not one in a thousand 
Russians knows what the word means, 
and it's not in any Russian dictionary. 


That's not the only way the Soviet 


media has been unclear about the 
Watergate scandal. 


For a long time, the press ignored 


President Nixon's difficulties, concen- 
trating instead on detente between 
Moscow and Washington. 


Now, 
the brief and vague articles 


about Watergate — called the "so-called 
Watergate affair" in the Soviet press — 
provide few details. Readers have never 
been told frankly what impeachment 
involves or that there is a possibility 
Nixon could be removed from office. 


Last week, however, the careful 


Pravda reader saw a brief report saying 
the President would turn over certain 
tapes and documents after a Supreme 
Court decision. And Vice President 
Gerald R. Ford was quoted as saying 
giving up that material would rally 
public opinion to the side of the 
President "to fight against attempts of 


the Congress to remove him from 
office." 


That apparently was the first time the 


possibility of removal from office was 
mentioned in the Soviet press, and it was 
not directly linked to the impeachment 
'process. 


The Soviet leadership has a stake in 


Nixon remaining in office to continue the 
detente policies worked out at three 
summit meetings. It probably also is a 
bit awkward for the Kremlin leaders to 
explain to the Soviet public that the 
President of the United States can be 
removed from office by the legislative 
branch. 


Despite a facade of elections and 


parliamentary process in the Soviet 
Union, its leaders are chosen by a small 
group that runs the Communist party 
and everything else in the country. 


When the House Judiciary Commit- 


tee recommended Saturday night that 
President Nixon be impeached, the 
Soviet news agency Tass reported the 
vote briefly. It reported that White 
House spokesmen said Nixon is con- 
fident the full House of Representatives 
"will not decide on impeachment, for 
there is no ground for that." 


The official Soviet line has been that 


those in the United States who oppose 
detente with the Soviet Union are among 
those pushing impeachment proceed- 
ings.

They want the right to 
strike and by creating enough havoc at 
the expense of the public, they expect 
the legislature to give it to them." he 
writes. 


He cites statistics to back up his 


claim. Since 1962, there have been 100 
strikes by public employes in the state. 
Of these. 44 have been teacher strikes, 
38 of which have occurred since Jan. 1, 
1971. 


"If the objective has been to focus at- 


tention on the 'no strike' clause, it has 
been accomplished. However, collective 
bargaining has worked in public em- 
ployment with the 'no strike' law. 


""No one can successfully contend 


that public employes have not prog- 
ressed economically despite an escalat- 
ing cost of living," he writes. 


He again goes to statistics to back up 


his claim. Since 1959. he writes, the 
cost of living has increaseed about 60 
per cent. The average teacher's salary 
has gone up 121 per cent. 


Spindler presents figures to show 


that teachers in the state have in- 
creased their salaries by a rate of 17 
per cent above the private secotor non- 
agriculutural workers from 1961-73. 


In conclusion, the author states, 


"nothing should be done to change the 
current law. Leave it the way it is. It 
works."

An awesome historical event 


The recommendation of the House Judiciary Committee 


to the full House of Representatives that "Richard M. 
Nixon . . . warrants impeachment and trial and removal 
from office" is an awesome historical event. There is no in- 
dication that members of the committee saw it otherwise. 
Clearly they felt the enormity of their responsibility. 


In the first article to be sent to the House proposing im- 


peachment, the committee said that Mr. Nixon violated his 
"constitutional duty to take care that the laws be faithfully 
executed." Specifically he was charged with a number of 
incidents of "using the power of his high office . . . in a 
course of conduct or plan designed to delay, impede, and 
obstruct the investigation" of the unlawful entry into Dem- 
ocratic national headquarters. Those incidents included 
lying, condoning the payment of hush money and trying to 
use federal agencies to further the obstruction. 


Representative Harold Froehlich, after voting with the 


anti-impeachment minority on various amendments, in- 
cluding an attempt to delay the proceedings, joined five 
other Republicans and voted for impeachment. Froehiich is 
a lawyer by profession and a cautious and conservative 
man by nature. His vote is particularly significant for that 
reason. 


One had only to listen to a few of the lengthy recitations 


of alleged misdeeds by President Nixon or to read a few of 
those remarkable White House tapes to realize that it is es- 
sential that the matter of the President's role in Watergate 
must be brought to Congress for determination. At his 
inauguration the President takes an oath of office that he 
"will to the best of my ability preserve, protect and defend 
the Constitution of the United States." When in the course 
of human events it appears that the President has done oth- 
erwise, decent respect for the opinions of mankind requires 
that causes be carefully stated. The House Judiciary Com- 
mittee, through exhausting study and debate, is doing 
exactly that. 


The original impeachment resolution was taken in the 


name of the committee, the Congress and "all the people" 
of the United States. This reference to the Constitutional 
wording of "we the people" and its application to our rep- 
resentative democracy should not be forgotten by those 
Americans who try to shrug off the Judiciary Committee 
action as being politically motivated. 


The nation has been in growing turmoil the last two 


years. There is a very real, danger of immense mistakes 
being made by a threatened President, preoccupied with 
defending himself in the Watergate scandal. A President of 
the United States under such widespread suspicion of his 
intentions, sincerity and integrity simply cannot fulfill his 
role. The matter must be adjudicated as soon and as justly 
as possible. The House Judiciary Committee has taken that 
first historic step. 


Women in medicine 


One of the areas where women are making extensive 


gains in participation is in the field of medicine. Even 
those who allege a "gentler" nature to the female concede 
that it is a welcome change. 


In the last three years the number of women enrolled in 


United States medical schools has more than doubled and 
is now 15.4 per cent. This is still low compared to most 
orher countries. In the Soviet Union, for instance, well over 
half that nation's physicians are women. In 1972, the per- 
centage in this country was only 8.7 per cent. Among 38 
countries surveyed at that time, only Spain, South Vietnam 
and Madagascar had lower percentages. 


Until 1849 there were no women doctors in the United 


States. But even after the sex barrier had been broken, it 
was not widely breached. Quite obviously medical schools 
discriminated against women and those who applied had to 
be very good to be accepted. But in recent years the per- 
centage of applicants accepted was virtually the same for 
women as for men. Discouragement from seeking a career 
in medicine came from other sources. 


One until recently was the attitude in many elementary 


and secondary schools toward girls in science classes. They 
were shunted into home economics or given complimentary 
grades on the grounds that they weren't really equipped to 
deal with chemistry or physics adequately. In early child- 
hood, little boys Were given doctor kits and little girls were 
given nurse kits. Career counselors weren't encouraging. 
Neither were parents. The physician was stereotyped male. 
Women who did get into medical school sometimes found 
themselves the butt of often unpleasant sex jokes. They 


. were considered, as many women were in occupations la- 


beled masculine, to be "dogs" or homely or freaks. 


Dr. Anne Lawrence, a professor and member of the ad- 


missions committee at the University of Chicago's Pritzker 
School of Medicine, says that "I wouldn't be surprised if, 
by 1980, 50 per cent of the graduating class are women. It is 
suited to women's personalities, the comforting and care of 
the miserable." Dr. Miles Heneh, associate dean of admis- 
sions at the Medical College of Virginia, puts it another 
way. "The role-model given to women in childhood is the 
expectation that they be more open and feeling. This can be 
a positive factor in medicine." 


Many women doctors have gone into pediatrics so that 


now that specialty is sometimes considered a "sort of the 
'Uncle Tom' of medicine," said medical student Linda 
Rosenthal. Another area where women are definitely 
needed is in obstetrics and gynecology. It has been rather 
definitely demonstrated that many male doctors do not 
care to understand the particular problems of childbirth. 
Judy Cook, a student at Michigan State University's Col- 
lege of Human Medicine, echoed what a great many women 
have said. "I was pretty appalled at the attitude of most of 
the doctors toward their patients. A lot of them are not 
aware of the woman patient as a woman, they're so in- 
volved in her uterus." 


Three years ago the entering class at Harvard medical 


had 11 women. This fall there are 55 women. A third of the 
entering class at Columbia are women. The trend is defi- 
nitely changing and one reason is a changing attitude 
toward responsibilities around the home. As these tend 
more to be shared, careers like medicine for women will 
increase.

How will young voters affect fall election? 


MADISON — A potentially important factor 


in Wisconsin politics this year is the involve- 
ment for the first time in the election of a state 
officer slate of voters between the ages of 18 
and 21 years. 


Gov. Patrick Lucey won his decisive, al- 


though far from overwhelming, victory in 1970 
before the enfranchisement of the younger resi- 
dents of the state and the lowering"of the age of 
majority from the traditional benchmark of 21 
to 18. Obviously with the infusion of the body 
politic with many thousands of young people, 
the strategical challenge to the candidates and 
their campaign managers is substantial. 


The conventional assumption is that the 


young tend to be more liberal — ;n po'uica! 
outlook — than their parents and elders gener- 
ally. Any observant person who has had close 
contact with young adults, notably parents, 
won't be inclined to challenge the belief. 


On the face of it, that would obviously favor 


everybody on the Democratic ticket, and trans- 
late what is now an optimistic outlook for them 
into a possible rout of the Republican opposi- 
tion. 


But there are other aspects of the youth infu- 


sion of the electorate that may modify assump- 
tions that may flow from the liberal-leaning 
tendencies of the young. Indeed, some highly- 


explicit studies have indicated that the ratio of 
electoral participation by the newly enfran- 
chised young has been substantially below ex- 
pectations. To put it another way, if a substan- 
tial majority of the 400,000 or more eligible 
voters who could not have voted this year with- 
out the lowering of the voting age actually go to 
the polls in September and November, and if a 
substantial majority of them recorded them 
Democratic bias, the result could be a rout for 
the Republican opposition and the most pow- 
erful infusion of the Democratic vote base since 
1932. 


But the evidence thus far shows that the 


young have not become involved in electoral af- 
fairs to the degree that the champions of tho 18- 
year-old voting law had claimed was likely. 
Two years ago there was heavy student activity 
on the college and university campuses every- 
' where in Wisconsin. The impace was felt in the 
legislative elections, where with the advantage 
of the legislature's decision that students could 
vote in their campus towns without regard to 
their origin or their permanent addresses, the 
student vote swept all before it. 


But there are strong suggestions that student 


activism of that kind has subsided. In Madison. 
Mayor Paul Soglin, product of the university 
student electoral clout, is visibly modifying his 


image as the prototype of student political re- 
volt by making accommodations with the per- 
manent liberal community. Lately, the most 
serious political issue for students, to judge 
from the sidelines, is the dubious question of 
the right to drink liquor in dormitory rooms. 


At an informal gathering of Republican state 


legislators at the Capitol recently, talk turned 
to the problem of canvassing ihe cities in which 
state college and universities are located and 
where the student vote two years ago upset sev- 
eral prominent Republican incumbents. The 
consensus was that the activist motivation, if 
not the ideological convictions, of the represen- 
tative college student voter have changed mea- 
surably and that several Democratic first term 
legislative incumbents may be imperilled. 


Republicans also claim that their polls - 


how many is never indicated — suggest that 
there is more reserve about Lucey, the domi- 
nant Democratic state ticket personality this 
year, among the newly eligible young voters 
than about any other leading figure in his 
party. Such speculations may be wishful think- 
ing. "Democrats almost to a man are confident 
they can increase their margins with the youth 
vote, which is consistent with their aggressive 
championing of the younger age of majority 
rule over many years.

New York is really 
warm-hearted city 


Mentioning the canard that "New 


York really isn't an American city," as 
I did in the column a few weeks ago, 
reminded me that I have never been 
able to understand the people who in- 
sist that New York is a "cold" city.

pression that New York, on the con- 
trary, is the most warm-hearted. There 
is more charm in Paris, more courtesy 
in London, more elegance in Rome— 
but so far as warmth and friendliness 
are concerned, I happen to think New 
York is incomparable. 


I say this not merely because I have 


been there often and have many 
friends; but because the young people I 
have known who have gone to New 
York without a friend (and sometimes 
without a job) have been more cor- 
dially received and generously treated 
than they would be in most smaller 
communities. 


Many of them insist that nowhere in 


the West was there so much general 
cordiality and acceptance as they found 
in "cold" Manhattan. More provincial 
communities—beneath a facade of 
friendliness—are in the main sus- 
Of all the nerve!

can afford to be kind to the strangers 
within the gate. A metropolis has its 
.own cruelties and cowardices—but 
these come, when they do, from a fail- 
ure of nerve, not from a coldness of 
heart.

The war in Vietnam, a burning politi- 


cal issue as late as two years ago, has 
so far been raised as a significant fac- 
tor in only three statewide election 
campaigns this year. 


Vietnam vanished as a major emo- 


tional vote-getter with the return of the 
American prisoners of war and the end 
of the draft — even though the fighting 
there continues, a Communist takeover 
seems probable, and U.S. taxpayers 
are still pouring massive funds into the 
country. 


In the issue's first test of residue 


clout, a distinguished soldier identified 
with the preservation 
of American 


honor in South Vietnam lost a primary 
in a Southern state with a long tradi- 
tion of reverence for the military. For- 
mer Army Chief of Staff William West- 
moreland, U.S. commander in Vietnam 
for three years, was soundly defeated 
in a bid to become the GOP nominee 
for governor in South Carolina earlier 
this month. 


Doves Being Criticized 


Vietnam remains a principal topic in 


two other important contests, both of 
which involve doves who are being crit- 
icized as too far leftward on the ques- 
tion. 


The most prominent is Sen. George 


McGovern's campaign for reelection in 
South Dakota against Republican Leo 
Thorsness, who was a POW in North 
Vietnam for six years. 


Thorsness is campaigning in that 


conservative, rural state against the to- 
tal McGovern record in the 1972 Presi- 
dential campaign, including his liberal 
stances on welfare, marijuana and the 
rejiggering of society. But a special 
element is the contrast between Thors- 
ness' personal sacrifice and traditional 
patriotic views and McGovern's lead- 
ership of efforts to pull out of Vietnam, 
even to the point of "begging is better 
than bombing." 


The third contest is the Senatorial 


primary Sept. 10 in New York, where 
former Attorney General'Ramsey Clark 
is seeking to upset the Democratic 
Party's officially endorsed candidate 
and another maverick. Clark, who got 1 
per cent of the delegates at the Demo- 
cratic State Convention, was allowed on 
the ballot, along with unknown lawyer 
Abraham Hirschfield, because he pro- 
duced the required number of petition 
signatures.

return at least 70 cents. The savings 
would come from elimination of over- 
payment for "nuisance claims" and re- 
ductions in legal fees and court costs.

In the event of fatal injury, disability 
lasting 90 days, or serious, permanent 
disfigurement, an accident victim or 
his survivors still could bring a liabil- 
ity suit against the person responsible 
for the accident.)

The dealer -refuses to 
pay anything, since 1 signed the "as 
is" contract. Is there anything I can 
do? 


A: Your experience clearly points out 


the potential danger of "as is" con- 
tracts, since very few car buyers have 
the technical ability to determine a 
car's mechanical condition. 


An "as is" contract is a legal agree- 


ment that the buyer assumes full re- 
sponsibility for whatever goes wrong 
with the car. 
- Car buyers should shop for warranty 
conditions as carefully as they compare 
price and other features, and should be 
even more wary when purchasing a car 
"as is. 


The state Division of Motor Vehicle's 


deal investigation unit suggests that 
car buyers always take their time, 
carefully test drive the car and get ev- 
erything in writing. Under no condi- 
tions should you buy a vehicle without 
a test drive. If you know of a mechanic, 
garage or service station in whom you 
have confidence, get an "outsider's" 
opinion. 


You would probably have to pay a 


small fee, but a trained mechanic can 
spot many defects that would escape 
the untrained eye, such as oil leaks or 
abnormal noise, indicating extensive 
repairs may be needed.

He said he'd 
have to get it approved by his boss, and 
asked me to put the offer in writing. He 
handed me a form to fill out with my 
offer. I started to do it when I noticed it 
stated at the top "Offer to Purchase — 
Sales Contract," with additional lan- 
guage stating that if signed by the 
dealer, it would be a binding purchase 
contract. Since I hadn't talked it over 
with my wife or arranged any type of 
financing, I didn't fill it out. What 
would have happened if I'd made the 
offer, then changed my mind? 


A: Car dealers use a combination 


form which is both an offer to purchase 
and a sales contract. You were wise not 
to make an offer if you weren't absolu- 
tely sure you wanted the car. Certainly, 
you shouldn't have filled out the offer 
to buy without test driving the car and 
discussing warranty conditions and fi- 
nancing terms in advance. 


Had you filled out the form and 


signed it, and had it been accepted 
within two hours by the dealer, then 
you would have bought yourself a car. 
The contracts usually carry a 5 per 
cent penalty if you change your mind. 


therefore on your $2,400 offer, if may 
have cost you $120 to back out. 


The dealer investigation unit of the

Most of the fish sold in the United 


States is frozen, and warehouses are 
full of it. Reserves are 49 per cent 
higher than a year ago, according to 
federal estimates. 


"There has been a very poor market 


in 1974. especially during Lent, which 
still is an important time for the fish- 
ing industry. It didn't materialize this 
year," McAvoy said. 


Frozen fillets of domestic cod sold for 


80 cents a pound last April on the 
wholesale market. Now they go for 67 
cents. Flounder fillets have declined 
from SI a pound on March 6 to 83 cents. 


Medium sized white Gulf shrimp 


have dropped from S2 a pound on 
March 25 to SI.60 now. 


Last year, when meat prices were 


hitting all time highs, annual consump- 
tion of fish in the United States rose to 
12'/2 pounds per person. It had been 
around 11 pounds for many years. 


This year, fish processors increased

Future of Greek-Turkish cooperation 
in NATO up in air after Cyprus coup 


WASHINGTON (AP) - In the wake 


of near-war over Cyprus. U.S. military 
analysts wonder whether Turkish and 
Greek forces will be able to cooperate 
effectively in the future as the southern 
anchor of the NATO alliance. 


Taking a hopeful tack, they suggest 


the ouster of the Greek military junta 
blamed for fomenting the Cyprus coup 
may lead to a more stable situation, as- 
suming the completion of successful 
negotiations between the new Greek 
government and the Turks. 


But these analysts acknowledge the 


Turkish landing on Cyprus and other 
strains growing out of the crisis have 
inflamed a centuries-old Greek-Turkish 
enmity. 


Some pessimists say the threat of 


war between Turkey and Greece, along 
with what they describe as a clumsy 
performance by Turkish forces on 
Cyprus, laid bare the weakness of 
NATO's southern flank. 


"If 1 was the Russian commander. 


I'd cut my forces facing that flank by 
about 50 per cent," said one U.S. gen- 
eral. 


Some optimists say they believe the 


Greeks and Turks would pull together 
and fight well if they were defending 
their own home soil against a Commu- 
nist attack. 


The Turkish operation on Cyprus was 


rated disappointing by many U.S. mili- 
tary professionals, after more than two 


decades of American training and ad- 
vice and about S3 billion in American 
arms designed to build Turkey's forces 
into a strong bulwark against any So- 
viet threat in that quarter. 


"The Turks didn't do as well as one 


might have expected." said a senior 
staff officer. "They may have under- 
estimated their problems, even against 
the Cypriot national guard. 


"The planning, launching and land-

Withdrawal 
of DDT ban 
suggested 


CHICAGO (AP) - The Journal of the 


American 
Medical 
Association 


published today a plea to end the ban on 
use of the insecticide DDT. Ecologists 
were quick to criticize the request. 


The article by Dr. Thomas H. Jukes, a 


medical biochemist at the University of 
California at Richmond, says the 
decision by the Environmental Protec- 
tion Agency in 1972 to ban use of DDT 
was "political rather than scientific." 


"Let us hope that DDT will find its 


place again as a public health measure 
for uses that are essential in the control 
of noxious insects." Jukes wrote. 


There are reports that the EPA is 


reassessing its DDT ban and may soon 
recommend a more liberal policy for its 
use. 
. Dr. Barry Commoner, an ecologist 
from Washington University at St 
Louis, said in an interview that Jukes 
overlooked scientific evidence about the 
harmful effect of DDT on humans. 


"It seems to be that the AMA is 


irresponsible if it chooses to inform the 
large segment of the public represented 
by the patients of its members by means 
of grossly oversimplified opinion rather 
than the facts regarding the DDT 
problem." Commoner said. 


"We don't exist on this planet in a 


vacuum." said Dr. William R. Niering. 
an ecologist from Connecticut College 
at New London. 


In the article. Jukes acknowledged 


that DDT is toxic to crustaceans, fish and 
sometimes birds. 


Jukes cited an AMA study that found 


handlers of DDT suffered no ill effects 
despite long exposure. 


Jukes claimed that over the past three 


years gypsy moths have denuded East 
Coast forests and tussock moths have 
destroyed forests in the West. But the 
EPA refuses to allow- the use of DDT to 
fight the moths, he said. 


Other scientists report, however, thai 


natural predators — birds, other insects 
and mammals — helped in stemming 
the infestation by damaging the moth 
eggs. 


Niering said the outbreaks of gypsy 


moths are expected periodically and 
other, safer chemical compounds are 
effective against them. Spraying forests 
with DDT reduces natural predators, he 
added.

Dear Dr. Thosteson: Would you write 


something on the statistics on alcohol- 
ism? 


I am in my middle 50s. For months I 


suffered from a painful illness and 
started taking alcohol to relieve the 
pain. I let it get the better of me. After 
an episode which breaks my heart even 
yet. I definitely stopped alcohol in any 
form. I stopped it on my own with no 
therapy or rehabilitation. The thought 
of it is repulsive. 


My husband keeps some in the house 


for a drink now and then. I have never 
touched it and have no desire for it 
whatsoever. It is wonderful to wake up 
in the morning and not have to wonder 
what happened the night before. My 
husband has never lectured me and 
trusts me absolutely. It has been 11 
months since I touched alcohol. 


Recently I was told by a professional 


person that I am not trusted even 
though I give no symptoms of any de- 
sire to return to drinking. This person 
said that only 4 per cent stay off it and 
the others return to the bottle. Since 
then I have felt like the living dead. 


Please give your opinion and statis- 


tics. — Mrs. G.G.H. 


I cannot confirm that 4 per cent fig- 


ure. Possibly somebody else can give 
us some light on that. 


But I flatly don't believe it. 
Just by a quick count on my fingers. 


I know five one-time hard drinkers — 
alcoholics — who quit and stayed that 
way. 
Two stayed on the wagon all the 


rest of their lives; three others haven't 
had a drink for periods ranging from 
20 to more than 30 years. 


to more than 30 years. 
One of the ones who died did a great 


deal of traveling, and over the years al- 
ways had a bottle in his hotel room for 
those who wanted it; he never touched 
it. 


So if that "4 per cent" remark has 


any validity, it means that I ought to 
have encountered 125 who quit but then 
returned to the bottle. (Of course, I 
know a lot who never quit. And some 
who never drank.) 


To the best of my knowledge, every 


former steady drinker who has quit 
will tell you that the only safe rule 
thereafter is, "Never take the first 
drink." Never try to be a "moderate 
drinker." 
Stay away from it com- 


pletely. 


'I've also seen some try to take "just 


one" and it doesn't work. One is too 
many. 


In "my experience, there is nothing to 


bear out your "professional person's" 
dismal assertion. 


More power to you.
